Don’t declare a ‘climate 
emergency’ if you won’t 
do something about it 


T HE Vale Council has 
declared a ‘Climate 
Emergency’. 

What a shame then that the 
Local Development Plan 
(LDP) is one of the biggest 
contributors to this problem. 

You cannot build 10,000 houses 
across the Vale without expecting 
about 20,000 more cars on the 
roads, all expelling carbon gases. 

Y outhencompoundthis effect by 
taking away trees and hedgerows, 
all known to reduce these gases. 

The development plan talks 
about reducing the need of the 
local people to use their cars. 
How so? One train an hour, 


buses that are frequently late 
or don’t turn up at all and 
cycle paths that nobody uses. 

I realise that it is fashionable 
for the Government and now 
Welsh Assembly (who inciden¬ 
tally played a big part in allowing 
this development plan) to talk the 
‘green’ talk, but it’s time that these 
institutions now faced up to their 
responsibility, because you can’t 
just say you’re going to declare 
a climate emergency unless you 
intend to do something about it. 

A good start would be to cancel 
plans for an industrial estate on 
Port Road: nobody wants or needs 
this, or the damage to the local 
ecology of this area. As for the 


2,000 jobs this will create, we 
have heard this time and again, 
and these jobs never happen. 

There is still more than five years 
remaining of the council’s LDP, 
so presumably more building and 
wrecking of the local environment. 

I would say to Cllr Neil Moore, 
the Council Leader, it really is 
very simple: carry on with the fan¬ 
tasy of your Climate Emergency, 
or actually do something posi¬ 
tive and maybe revisit the plans, 
because just stating the emergency 
doesn’t actually prove that you 
are going to do anything about it.

There are dozens, if 
not hundreds of places 
around the town where 
trees could be planted 
and grow without dis¬ 
turbing anyone, or posing 
any danger to passers-by. 

Their only impact 
would be to help 
endangered wildlife, 
cool the streets on hot 
days and make the 
town more attractive.

Vale residents seem 
‘unaware’ of proposals 
for Model Farm 


I CANNOT under¬ 
stand why the Vale 
Council is considering 
allowing the Model Farm 
site to be developed. 

There is already a business park 
near the airport which is not fully 
developed and further land adja¬ 
cent to it if there is actually demand. 

Even if there is demand, I am not 
clear why the council consider this 
particular site should be developed. 

The WAG’s planning policy 
is that brownfield sites, ie those 
which have been previously 
developed, should be used in 
preference to farmland. There is 
land at St Athan airfield which 
I believe could be developed. 

For that matter, the land 
at the former Llandow air¬ 
field is still largely undevel¬ 
oped and would certainly be 


suitable for the proposed use. 

Surely either of these sites 
should be used before the prime 
farmland of the Model Farm? 

Again, perhaps the council 
might care to give us an explana¬ 
tion why they seem to be bent on 
ignoring WAG policy and explain 
to local residents why they believe 
this site, if developed, will not 
cause even more serious traffic 
problems at Weycock Cross. 

Apart from the works 
being carried on (slowly) 
there are regularly extensive 
traffic queues on Port Road. 

For them to be increased 
by further development will 
adversely affect the lives 
of residents in Rhoose, the 
other Vale villages and Barry. 

It is said that the site was allo¬ 
cated in the current Development 


Plan. I was certainly not aware of 
this proposal and nor apparently are 
most local residents. I believe this 
was due to a failure on the part of 
the council to publicise adequately 
this highly controversial proposal. 

In my view, any planning 
application should be called 
in by the WAG and made the 
subject of a Public Enquiry so 
that the views of affected resi¬ 
dents can be heard. Perhaps our 
AMs Andrew RT Davies and 
Jane Huff would give us under¬ 
takings that this will be done. 

I am not sure if Mr Caims 
would be involved in this, but 
feel that he too should liaise 
with the WAG to ensure the 
matter is properly considered.

Vandalism at 
church’s new 
‘Scatter Garden’ 
- call to be vigilant 

IN December 2018 the Town Mayor, 
Cllr Janice Charles officially launched the 
new Scatter Garden at Merthyr Dyfan 
cemetery. 

The garden has been created in response to 
members of the public asking for a place where 
they can scatter the ashes of their loved ones and 
visit in peaceful and tranquil surroundings. 

The garden is heart-shaped and around the 
main garden there are three flowerbeds planted 
with bulbs which flower throughout the year, to 
enhance the beauty of this area and to highlight 
the heart effect itself. 

A town council spokesperson said: “It is with 
great sadness that on inspection of the Scatter 
Garden on July 3 it was found to have been 
vandalised: the heart-shaped red stones have been 
kicked around and the flowers themselves have 
been beheaded, which has caused a great deal of 
distress to colleagues who work at the cemetery, 
visitors and, of course relatives of those resting 
there. 

“We have also been receiving complaints that 
items are going missing from the cemetery and 
flowers are being removed from graves - again 
causing distress to visiting families. 

“Since April of this year, through listening to 
the families and friends who use the cemetery, it 
was agreed to extend the opening hours to 7pm 
through the months of April 1 - September 30. 

“Staff have been informed of recent events and 
have been asked to be extra vigilant; I respect¬ 
fully ask that visitors or members of the public 
who see any suspicious behaviour not approach 
individuals themselves, but report it to a member 
of staff, or call us on 01446 738663. 

“Your assistance in this matter is appreciated.”

Cockles on the Gower and 
‘intense heat’ in Talybont 
for Penarth Ramblers 


TERRY from Penarth and 
District Ramblers and her 
eight companions used the 
train and bus for their journey 
to Llanrhidian on the north 
coast of Gower, where the vil¬ 
lage church is dedicated to the 
6th century St Rhidian. 

Descending to join the Wales 
Coast Path along Llanrhidian Marsh 
beside the Lougher Estuary, this 
National Trust land is grazed salt- 
marsh and frequented by wading 
birds, but very boggy during low 
tide. 

Passing a concrete roadway 
stretching out into the estuary they 
learned this was an army WW2 
look-out tower. 

Following lunch they moved on 
through Crofty, then Penclawdd 
with its colourful wildflower verges, 
which is renowned for its cockle 
harvesting. 

This back breaking and dangerous 
occupation, once carried out solely 
by women, is now harvested by the 
men folk using modem techniques 
instead of donkeys to transport the 
cockles to the factories for sorting. 

Continuing through woodland 
and over fields to Gowerton, a sin¬ 
gle track road and a river bridge 
over the Loughor brought them to 
Bynea and the end of their journey 
in plenty of time to catch public 
transport back home. 

Robin on his first walk as leader 
without his faithful companion 
Pepper and his 14 companions had 
to suffer intense heat on their moun¬ 
tain walk, beginning at Talybont-on- 
Usk. Making their way across the 
Brecon Canal, which passes through 
the village, and following the Taff 
Trail to Talybont reservoir, they 
paused at the huge dam for their 
morning break. 

With the heat rising they began 
their climb, stopping several times 
during the journey to rest and take 
on liquid under the boiling hot sun. 


A stiff climb gradually brought 
them to the edge of the Waun Rydd 
escarpment and the bee-hive shape 
of Cam Pica, an ancient caim. 

Glad to take a breather, this was 
their lunch break with delicious 
home-baked lemon cake from John 
R and glorious views across the 
Caerfanell valley to Tor y Foel, with 
the Black Mountains beyond.

Another climb led them up over 
Pen y Bryn before the gradual 
descent to the village of Pencelli, 
where they joined the towpath of 
the canal for the flat trek back in 
humid conditions and at Talybont 
where a road race was taking place, 
the group in their wisdom retired to 
the pub.

Union’s campaign to 
protect Barry Hospital 


UNISON Cymru 
Wales is launching 
a campaign to stop 
any downgrading 
of services at Barry 
Hospital and says 
it wants to force 
a debate in the 
Senedd. 

The union’s decision 
is in response to Cardiff 
and Vale University 
Health Board’s recent 
announcement that it 
was talking to staff about 
“improving the pathway 
for frail older people” 
which aims to maintain 
individuals’ independ¬ 
ence and get them home 
quicker. 

As part of the process 
it is reviewing bed capac¬ 
ities, leading hospital 
staff to fear there could 
be ward closures. 

There has even been 
speculation that the 
hospital might become 
a mental health unit or 
‘wellness hub’ with ser¬ 
vices being relocated to 
Cardiff. 

Andrew Woodman, 
regional organiser at 
Unison Cymru Wales 
who is in touch with 
union members in the 
hospital, said there was 
understandable local 
concern and a campaign 
was under way. 

He said: “Cardiff and 
Vale Health Board has 
completely failed to 


properly engage with 
staff and the local com¬ 
munity about their plans. 
This is unacceptable for 
such a key public service 
and has caused a great 
deal of anger and worry. 

“Healthcare workers 
in Unison will mount a 
vigorous local commu¬ 
nity campaign to prevent 
the downgrading of hos¬ 
pital services. 

“As a first step, Unison 
will force a formal 
consultation which will 
increase the consultation 
period from eight weeks 
to 20 weeks. We will 
launch a petition with the 
aim of getting this issue 
debated in the Senedd. 
We’ll be on the town’s 
high streets speaking to 
the public and we will 
lobby local politicians to 
join our fight. 

“Barry might be a 
small community hos¬ 
pital but there are lots 
of services based there. 
The whole point of our 
National Health Service 
is that it is available to 
all and free at the point 
of use. The town has 
some very deprived areas 
and many people will 
not be able to afford to 
travel to health services 
based at Llandough or 
the Heath hospital. There 
is a clear need for res¬ 
pite and in-patient beds 
within a short distance of 
relatives. 

“Many Barry Hospital 


healthcare workers live 
locally and don’t drive so 
redeployment will be dif¬ 
ficult. The board has not 
promised that job losses 
will be avoided. Staff 
still haven’t received a 
written proposal from the 
health board. 

“Unison calls on the 
people of Barry to join 
the defence of their 
hospital.” 

Health board staff will 
meet with the Community 
Health Council on 
Thursday, July 18 to 
agree the timescale for 
consultation. 

The GEM contacted 
the board outlining 
Unison’s concerns and 
pointed out that there was 
local speculation wards 
could close and current 
services could be moved 
to Cardiff and a ‘well¬ 
ness hub’ introduced. 

A board spokeswoman 
said: “We understand 
concerns are being raised. 
We are in the process of 
talking to staff, patients 
and key stakeholders and 
following the engage¬ 
ment process set out by 
Welsh Government. 

“We would like to 
reassure staff, patients 
and their families that 
we will be engaging with 
the wider community fol¬ 
lowing discussions with 
the Community Health 
Council on the engage¬ 
ment process.” 


Gardeners’ questions answered 
at Open Gardens Trail 


GARDENERS from around 
Penarth, Lavernock and 
Swanbridge will be opening 
their gardens to the public 
for the Annual Penarth Open 
Gardens Trail in aid of The 
Children’s Society on July27-28. 

The trail will highlight the diver¬ 
sity of the various gardens available 
to view and spotlight the talent and 
expertise of the local gardeners. Their 
wealth of knowledge will be available 
for visitors’ questions on their garden¬ 
ing problems, such as how to reduce 


the slug/snail population in gardens. 

Members of the public are encour¬ 
aged to seek out the plants they would 
like in their garden and see if they are 
suitable for their garden conditions. 
One of the organisers, Jon Dewis, 
said that this is the 23rd year the gar¬ 
den trail has been running and raises 
much needed money for the charity. 

This year, there are 16 gardens availa¬ 
ble to view over the weekend with some 
old favourites and some new gardens.

“We have a lovely 
group of volunteer hosts 
and drivers who are 
really keen to get started.

Vale Council 
agrees £2.5m for 
road resurfacing 


A PROGRAMME 
of highway main¬ 
tenance totalling 
just over £2.5m 
has been agreed 
by Vale Council. 

The three-year resur¬ 
facing plan was approved 
by the council’s Cabinet 
at its meeting on July 1 
and sets out a priority 
list of roads in need of 
improvement through¬ 
out the local highway 
network. In total, 114 
roads are due to be 
resurfaced and 66 are 
due to receive preventa¬ 
tive ‘micro-asphalt’ 


or surface treatments. 

All the roads included 
in the plan have been 
assessed using a scoring 
system that ensure the 
roads in most need of 
attention, including some 
of the busiest roads used 
by Vale residents, will 
receive attention first. 

Residents can report 
potholes and other 
problems on local 
roads at any time using 
the council’s website.

A BARRY environmental 
group is battling to save 15 
trees in the former Waitrose 
car park - but The GEM has 
been told the roots have done 
so much damage it will cost 
£100,000 to put things right. 

Barry Action for Nature (BAN) 
wants people to oppose plans to have 
the alders felled. Developers are pre¬ 
paring the site for Iceland and Home 
Bargains to move in. The chairman of 
BAN, Rob Curtis, said: “Numerous 
climate change and nature extinction 
reports have been warning us that we 
as a society must change our ways and 
become more ecologically responsible. 

“BAN is calling on local people 
to oppose these plans. These beauti¬ 
ful mature trees cannot and must not 
be replaced by a couple of year-old 
saplings. 

“Trees protect us from car pollution, 
traffic noise and climate change. I urge 
Iceland to work with the trees instead 
of just cutting them down.” 

A spokesman for Iceland explained 


that if the trees were removed there 
would be double the replacements, but 
in a more suitable spot. 

He said: “Iceland Foods is not the 
developer of this site. Our landlord’s 
agents have applied to the local 
authority for permission to remove 
the trees within the car park because 
they are inappropriate for this location: 
they obscure the stores and their roots 
have done serious damage to the car 
park which will cost over £100,000 to 
resurface. This problem will recur if 
the trees remain in place. 

“In making this application, 
the agents have taken advice from 
a professional arboriculturist who 
has confirmed that the trees are not 
suited to their current location; he has 
accordingly prepared a landscaping 
and planting plan for replacement trees 
on a more appropriate part of the site. 
The landlord will plant two new trees 
to replace every tree removed.”

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Man jailed 
after 70mph 
chase through 
Barry streets 


A FATHER of three 
who, under the 
influence of drugs, 
drove at 70mph in 
30mph residential 
streets in Barry has 
been jailed for eight 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court and 
banned from driv¬ 
ing for two years 
eight months, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

Judge Niclas Parry 
told 25-year-old unem¬ 
ployed Jordan Ross of 
Shelley Crescent, Barry: 
“There comes a time 
when everyone runs 
out of chances and that 
time has come for you.” 

Ross admitted 
charges of dangerous 
driving, driving under 
the influence of drugs, 
driving without insur¬ 
ance, driving without a 
licence, failing to stop 
for the police and aggra¬ 
vated vehicle-taking. 

Prosecutor Gareth 
James said that without 
permission Ross took 
his mother’s Citroen 
vehicle. Just after 
midnight on March 1 
the police followed the 
vehicle and there was 
a chase along residen¬ 
tial streets in Barry, 
sometimes at speeds 
of more than 70mph. 

Ross went the wrong 
way round a roundabout 


and went to the right 
of ‘keep left’ bollards. 

When he eventually 
stopped, he indicated 
he had taken cannabis. 
He had 8.4mg of the 
drug in his system, 
the legal limit is 2mg. 

When interviewed he 
said: “No comment.” 

His barrister Hash 
Salman said: “He is rel¬ 
atively young and this 
will be his first custo¬ 
dial sentence. Nobody 
was injured because of 
his dangerous driving. 

“He is extremely timid, 
extremely soft spoken, 
has depression and anx¬ 
iety, sleep deprivation 
and has been referred 
to a psychiatric nurse.” 

Mr Salman said he 
had been using canna¬ 
bis since the age of 14. 

The Judge said 
such a chase created 
obvious dangers. 

“There could have 
been very serious con¬ 
sequences. Miraculously, 
no one was injured. It 
was good fortune.” 

He was jailed for a 
further eight months to 
run consecutively to the 
first sentence for the 
breach of a suspended 
sentence for burglary 
and supplying cannabis.

Council will 
fund Dinas 
traffic survey 


Barry man found 
with ‘vicious 
weapon’ in town 


THE Vale Council 
will provide funding 
of more than £50,000 
to complete a study 
into potential trans¬ 
port improvements 
in Dinas Powys. 

After the Welsh 
Government opted not 
to commit any more 
money to the work, this 
investment will ensure 
the Welsh Transport 
Appraisal Guidance 
(WelTAG) Stage 2 
study is concluded. 

Contractors Arcadis 
Consulting Ltd have 
been selected to carry 
out the work and it is 
anticipated the public 
will be consulted on its 
outcomes early next year. 

These could include 
improvements to 
active travel and pub¬ 
lic transport as well 
as the possibility of a 
bypass for the village. 

Cllr Peter King, Vale 
Council cabinet member 
for neighbourhood ser¬ 
vices and transport, said: 
“It is important that this 
latest stage of work to 
explore potential travel 
improvements for Dinas 
Powys is completed so 
we can accurately plot 
the best way forward. 


The conclusions will be 
thoroughly considered, 
along with opinions of all 
interested parties, before 
any decisions are taken.” 

The work will involve: 

• Engaging with 
Network Rail to inves¬ 
tigate constructing a 
bypass and junction 
in the vicinity of the 
existing railway tunnel. 

• Undertaking concept 
design, modelling and 
costing of improvements 
to the Merrie Harrier 
junction. These will 
be considered in the 
context of costs associ¬ 
ated with the pink and 
green route options. 

• Commissioning 
Transport for Wales to 
carry out strategic model¬ 
ling using the South East 
Wales Transport Model 
of the bypass proposals. 

• Updating the eco¬ 
nomic appraisal for 
the green/pink route 
alignment and updating 
the transport case along 
with the Stage 2 report. 

• Undertaking pub¬ 
lic consultation on the 
findings of the Stage 2 
report, finalising it and 
making recommenda¬ 
tions to be taken forward 
to the WelTAG Stage 
3 Full Business Case. 


WHEN police 
searched a man 
after an incident in 
the centre of Barry, 
they found in his 
pocket a “vicious 
weapon” - an eight- 
inch knuckle duster 
which incorporated 
a knife, it was 
stated at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ Sicluna. 

Tommy-Lee Carson 
told the officers he had 
taken the weapon from 
someone else to prevent 
it possibly being used. 
Carson (22) unem¬ 
ployed of Thompson 
Street, Barry, admitted 
possessing an offensive 
weapon and was jailed 
for eight months, sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

He was ordered to 
observe for six months 
an electronically-tagged 
curfew from 8pm until 
8am, to carry out 200 
hours unpaid work 
and pay £340 costs. 

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan said: “The 
circumstances were 
such that there was risk 
of serious disorder. 
You took the weapon 
from someone else to 
avoid further trouble.” 


Prosecutor Jeffrey 
Jones said trouble broke 
out at 2am in Broad 
Street, Barry on June 1. 
Carson became irate and 
began abusing the police. 

“He was very drunk 
and aggressive and was 
carried to the police 
van, kicking out and 
banging his head in 
the vehicle.” When he 
was later searched the 
police found the weapon. 

Probation officer 
Natasha Patmore said she 
interviewed the defend¬ 
ant who indicated he had 
drunk large amounts of 
rum and lager. She said 
he was of a low level 
of maturity, and suffered 
anxiety and stress. He 
also misused drugs. 

“Custody would be 
detrimental to his men¬ 
tal health,” she said. 

His solicitor Jonathan 
Lewis said: “Sadly, he 
made it his business to 
become involved and 
poked his nose in when 
it was not necessary. He 
was trying to be sensible, 
taking the weapon from 
a friend.” His intention 
had been to dispose of 
the weapon, he added. 

The Judge told him: 
“Stop the huge amount 
you are drinking and 
stop taking cannabis.”

They travelled quite light and stopped overnight 
in safe wooded locations and camping sites. 
Richard is a bit of a boy Scout and was happy 
to use his sleeping bag and tarpaulin overnight, 
while John and Paul had sleeping bags and tents.” 

Richard is a member of Wenvoe Wheelers 
and also enjoys mountain biking, so the journey 
held few fears for him. The ride took nine days 
and they covered an average of 100 miles a day.

A CORPORAL who 
was paralysed fol¬ 
lowing a parachute 
accident in America 
has been named 
as one of the RAF 
Benevolent Fund’s 
ambassadors. 

Thanks to the char¬ 
ity, Rob Bugden (34) 
is due to move into his 
specially adapted house 
in Sigingstone in the 
Vale soon. Corporal 
Bugden is now a tetra- 
plegic with complex 
needs and keen to speak 
about the excellent sup¬ 
port given by the fund. 

A proud Comishman, 
he moved to south Wales 
at the age of 18, attend¬ 
ing Cardiff Metropolitan 
University. He loved the 
area so much he decided 
to stay; joined the RAF 
in 2008 and was posted 
to St Athan in 2012. 
Three years later he qual¬ 
ified as a parachute jump 
instructor and bought a 
flat in Rhiwbina, Cardiff. 

He said: “I left for a 
three-week exercise in 
California on January 
2, 2016 not realising I 
would never sleep in 
my flat again. The acci¬ 
dent took place during 
my very last jump. I’d

been looking forward 
to a few beers and the 
trip back to Blighty. 

“Six of us jumped off 
the ramp of the aircraft 
at 12,000 feet. We first 
did a skydive and then 
turned 180 degrees. At 
5,500 feet I looked down 
and pulled open the can¬ 
opy which fully inflated 
- and that’s the last 
thing I remember until I 
woke up in the hospital 
in Phoenix a couple of 
days later. I think it was a 
couple of days, my mem¬ 
ory is still quite hazy.” 

Corporal Bugden and 
his colleague Brook 
Stebbins had collided 
in mid-air. “His knee 
hit my head and broke 
my neck, and after the 
collision my parachute 
wrapped around him. 

“We didn’t have much 
above us and had 1,000 
feet to fall. Fortunately, 
we landed in sand rather 
than on the runway. 
I don’t know what 
would have happened 
if we’d hit the runway. 

“Brook had remained 
conscious and did his 
best to land, but suffered 
injuries including a tom 
kidney, broken leg and 
broken ribs. He has 


fully recovered now.” 

But for Corporal 
Bugden the accident has 
been life-changing with 
on-going physiotherapy 
and care. He is philo¬ 
sophical about what hap¬ 
pened, but admits there 
have been dark times. 

“I have had bad days 
and will continue to 
have them. I wish I was 
back at work with the 
lads. I have been dealt a 
difficult hand and have 
to make the most of it.” 

During his rehabilita¬ 
tion he has met the inspi¬ 
rational Matt Hampson 
who was paralysed 
during a mgby training 
session in 2005 and who 
started up a foundation 
to help provide support 
and treatment for people 
who have suffered a seri¬ 
ous injury or disability. 

“I met him at the spinal 
unit at Stoke Mandeville 
Hospital and at his ‘get 
busy living centre’.” 

The RAF Benevolent 
Fund has purchased a 
house in Sigingstone 
for Corporal Bugden, 
ensuring it will cater 
for all his needs. The 
good news is that it is 
“a two-minute push” to 
his local, the Victoria 


Inn. He is currently 
undergoing rehabilitation 
at Stanford Hall, near 
Loughborough, and 
hopes to move into his 
new home next month. 
He is looking forward 
to welcoming his par¬ 
ents Derek and Debbie 
and brother Adam, 
who live in Cornwall, 
once he has settled in. 

In its centenary year, 
the RAF Benevolent 
Fund has launched 
the ‘Join the Search... 
Change a Life’ campaign, 
encouraging the public to 
get thousands of RAF 
veterans and their fami¬ 
lies ‘back on the radar’ so 
they can access support if 
needed. Corporal Bugden 
explained: “Some mil¬ 
itary personnel are not 
good at asking for help, 
but the help is there. 

“Without the fund, life 
would have been a lot 
more difficult for me. It 
doesn’t matter whether 
you served 30 years or 
three minutes, you are 
eligible for help. Don’t 
be afraid to ask for help.” 

The fund has 
helped 20 people in 
Wales in the last year. 

The campaign 

includes a television and 


radio advert voiced by 
Sir David Jason who is 
a long-standing supporter 
of the RAF. Corporal 
Bugden is now looking 
forward to his role as 
an ambassador for the 
charity. He has already 
given a number of talks 
including one at the 
Churchill War Rooms. 

Despite the terrible 
accident, he remains 
as proud as ever of his 
family’s association 
with the Armed Forces. 

“My brother Adam 
served in the Army in 
Northern Ireland, Iraq 
and Afghanistan. My 
father served in the 
Royal Navy for 22 years 
and was mentioned in 
dispatches following the 
attack on HMS Argonaut 
during the Falklands War. 
Three of my grandpar¬ 
ents also served during 
the Second World War. 

“We are quite a patri¬ 
otic family - proud to 
be British, Cornish and 
proud to be associated 
with the services.”

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Park and ride could 
remedy ‘lack of active 
travel’ facilities in Vale 


PLANS for a park 
and ride and a new 
transport inter¬ 
change are set to 
be taken forward 
as part of options 
to improve links 
between Penarth 
and Cardiff 

Barrage. 

The Vale Council is 
considering a range of 
options to improve trans¬ 
port links in the town 
and its ruling body is set 
to approve three poten¬ 
tial schemes for further 
consideration. 

They include building 
a bus park and ride in the 
Cosmeston area with sus¬ 
tainable transport links 
across Cardiff Barrage, 
upgrading Cogan railway 
station which could also 
include a park and ride 
facility, and new active 
travel infrastructure 
across Penarth including 
a headland li nk . 

A previously consid¬ 
ered option of opening 
Cardiff Barrage to pri¬ 
vate vehicles during peak 
times is set to be dropped 
due to the potential 
public opposition and 
deliverability of the idea. 


The council’s cabinet 
will decide which trans¬ 
port options, assessed by 
Capita, to take forward 
on July 15. 

If cabinet approves, 
and after consideration 
by a council scrutiny 
committee, these options 
would be assessed in 
greater detail before it is 
decided which scheme, if 
any, the council will put 
forward to a full business 
case. 

Which options are 
set to be considered 
further? 

Option one: Active 
travel proposals for 
Penarth 

The active travel pro¬ 
posals include a shared 
pedestrian and cycle 
headland link between 
Penarth Pier and Cardiff 
Bay, and a cycle route 
between the Merrie 
Harrier pub, Pont y 
Werin and Penarth Road. 

Also included in this 
option are measures to 
improve the active travel 
infrastructure already in 
Penarth and attracting 
the Nextbike cycle hi re 
scheme to the town. 

The Capita report says: 
“The lack of a joined-up 
network of active travel 


li nk s within Penarth and 
to the wider active travel 
network, e.g. to Cardiff, 
along with the congested 
nature of the highway 
network, limits the 
potential of active travel 
as an option for everyday 
journeys. 

“The provision of new 
active travel infrastruc¬ 
ture would encourage 
greater levels of walking 
and cycling and improve 
links between key 
services.” 

Option two: Bus park 
and ride and sustainable 
transport links across to 
Cardiff Barrage 

Capita says a bus park 
and ride at Cosmeston 
would reduce congestion 
in the area and increase 
sustainable travel options 
for commuters into 
Cardiff. 

It says key junctions 
between Cosmeston and 
Cardiff Barrage could be 
improved to reduce bus 
journey times. 

The report says: “The 
current route for buses 
travelling from Penarth 
to Cardiff is via heavily 
trafficked roads with no 
bus priority measures in 
place. Buses are subject 
to the same delays as 


private vehicles and jour¬ 
neys by bus take longer 
than the equivalent jour¬ 
ney by car. 

“The unreliability 
and slow journey times 
of bus services due to 
traffic delays reduces the 
attractiveness of travel 
by bus as an alternative 
to the car, particularly for 
commuting journeys.” 

This option also 
includes the introduction 
of new travel options into 
Cardiff from the Barrage. 
Water taxis, self-driving 
electric pods, vehicles 
or bikes, a monorail 
or shuttle bus linking 
Penarth and Cardiff, 
powered uphill cycle lifts 
and a cable car have all 
been suggested during a 
consultation. 

The report says: 
“Consideration would 
need to be given to the 
infrastructure required to 
enable any sustainable 
transport option to travel 
the length of the barrage, 
as currently a significant 
section of the barrage is 
only accessible by pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists.” 

Option three: New 
transport interchange 

Under this option, 
Cogan Railway Station 


would be upgraded to 
create a new transport 
interchange serving the 
Penarth Marina and 
Cardiff Bay areas. 

Potential upgrades 
include a park and ride 
facility of 168 spaces 
and a residential devel¬ 
opment on a vacant site 
to the east of the station, 
facilities for buses and 
taxis to allow better 
links to Penarth Marina 
and Cardiff Bay and 
improvements to passen¬ 
ger facilities - including 
as new platform for the 
Penarth to Cardiff line. 

The report says: “The 
current provision for park 
and ride at Cogan Station 
is limited, the station has 
poor quality pedestrian 
li nk s to the surrounding 
area and the highway 
network in the vicinity 
of the station experiences 
problems of congestion.”

Soldier’s 16-year 
prison sentence for 
attacks on women 


A MEMBER of 
the Parachute 
Regiment stationed 
at St Athan has been 
jailed for 16 years 
at Cardiff Crown 
Court for carrying 
out sex attacks on 
three women, writes 
AJ SICLUNA. 

The court heard that 
27-year-old Joshua Jolly, 
a private, had targeted his 
victims who, said Judge 
Eleri Rees “had suffered 
terrifying ordeals”. 

She added: “It was 
everyone’s worst night¬ 
mare and the psycholog¬ 
ical effects have been 
profound.” 

Jolly, who served in 
Afghanistan and who 
suffered from post-trau¬ 
matic stress disorder 
pleaded guilty to six 
charges involving assault 
by penetration, sexual 
assault and causing 
actual bodily harm. 

The first victim, aged 
26, was walking home 
in Cardiff on February 
11 last year and Jolly 
threw her to the ground, 
grasped her hard over 
the mouth, causing her to 
lose consciousness and 
injured her. 


The second victim, 
aged 23, was walking 
home in Cardiff when 
Jolly pulled her to the 
ground and carried out a 
sexual assault. 

On one occasion, 
said prosecutor Jason 
Howells, Jolly had used 
a service vehicle and his 
movements had been 
tracked; he had also been 
spotted on CCTV. 

The third victim, aged 
38, was walking to work 
on April 6 this year and 
Jolly followed her, ran at 
her, grabbed her mouth, 
choking her, threw her 
to the ground and carried 
out a sex attack. 

All the attacks, said 
Mr Howells, were very 
quick. 

The last victim had to 
be treated for injuries at 
the University Hospital 
of Wales. Jolly, who was 
arrested at the home of 
his wife in April, said he 
had been in Cardiff and 
sometimes at a club in 
Barry and had contacted 
prostitutes. 

Mr Howells said: “He 
admitted he had a high 
sex drive, but would 
never attack a woman.” 

The first woman said 
she might never recover 


from what happened and 
had become paranoid and 
added: “I am a shell of 
the person I was.” 

The second one said 
her whole world had 
changed and she suffered 
horrific nightmares. 

The third said she had 
flashbacks, could not 
sleep and her family had 
been affected. 

Jolly’s counsel, Byron 
Broadstock, said his lack 
of previous convictions 
was a mitigating factor, 
there was evidence of 
remorse and he acknowl¬ 
edged the impact of his 
behaviour. 

“Mercifully,” said Mr 
Broadstock, “the inci¬ 
dents were brief.” 

In addition to the 
16 years there was an 
extended licence period 
of six years and the Judge 
ordered Jolly could not 
be considered for parole 
before serving two thirds 
of the prison sentence.

THE Prince of 
Wales has made 
a special visit to 
South Wales Police 
headquarters as 
part of celebrations 
to mark the force’s 
50th anniversary. 

On June 1, 1969 

the predecessor forces 
of Merthyr Tydfil, 
Glamorgan, Swansea, 
and Cardiff came 
together and a new force 
came into being. 

During the visit on 
Tuesday, July 2, he led a 
re-dedication of a memo¬ 
rial garden and toured 
the Heritage Centre, met 
call handling staff at the 
Public Service Centre 
and saw some of the 
technology at the heart 
of modem-day policing. 

The memorial gar¬ 
den features a series of 
semi-circular memorial 


walls which include the 
names of all colleagues 
who have died in service 
since the formation of the 
force. Plaques inscribed 
with the details of each of 
them have been mounted 
on slate and placed on the 
curved walls. 

The prince also spoke

There was also 
a special moment 
for Swansea-based 
Constable Kevin Gamer, 
who is due to retire after 
providing police motor¬ 
cycle escorts on dozens 
of previous royal visits to 
south Wales.

Matt Jukes said: “This 
force, which I am so very 
proud to lead today, has 
learned so much and 
achieved so much over 
the past 50 years.

Friends are in training for the Channel swim 


SEVEN friends and colleagues are swim¬ 
ming the English Channel for the first 
time to raise funds for British Heart 
Foundation research. 

Joanne Oliver from Rhoose, Barry and six other 
women will swim the gruelling 21 mile (32km) route 
in a relay format, setting out from near Dover on 
September 9 and finishing near Calais. 

The swimmers will each swim for an hour in turn 
under strict rules which don’t allow team members 
to make physical contact during the relay, be in the 
sea at the same time or wear wetsuits. 

Joanne is Health Service lead at BHF Cymru and 
has been inspired to take up the challenge because of 
a history of heart disease in her family. 

Joanne explains: “I’ve lost both my parents to 
heart disease, my dad just last year. My mum loved 
the sea and swam a lot to keep fit. Every year our 
family holiday would be camping near a beach so 
we could swim in the sea every day. 

“I’ve always been fascinated and inspired by the 
Cha nn el Swim challenge as it’s so physically and

mentally demanding. I enjoy swimming, but usually 
in my local leisure pool and not out in the open sea. 

“Fourteen years ago I worked as a heart failure 
nurse in Cardiff and Vale UHB. My role was 
initially funded by the BHF and was one of first 
specialist heart failure nurses to be established 
within Wales at the time. 

“I now work for BHF Cymru leading a team 
working across Wales with health boards to help 
improve the treatment and care of people living with 
heart and circulatory disease and so I know how 
important raising money for vital research is.” 

Six other women form the team taking on the 
challenge: Sally Hughes and Lynne Ruddick are 
colleagues of Joanne and also work for the BHF. 
They are being joined by Rachel Owen, a sen¬ 
ior cardiac nurse from Radyr in Cardiff; Sian 
Hughes, a palliative care and heart failure specialist 
nurse from Whitchurch, Cardiff; Dr Rhian Fuge, a 


haematologist from Swansea and Emma Halcox, a 
supermarket assistant also from Swansea. 

Emma’s husband is a consultant cardiologist in 
Swansea and completed a relay challenge swim 
across the channel in 2016, and has inspired and 
advised the women for their training regime. 

The English Channel is a unique and demanding 
swim, considered by many to be the ultimate long 
distance challenge. 

Swimmers have to be prepared for the many var¬ 
iable conditions including low water temperatures, 
wind and high waves. 

The swimming experience differs considerably 
among the women. Three have never swum in 
open water until they started training for this event. 
The other four have some open water swimming 
experience, but have always worn wetsuits and the 
Channel swim challenge only permits participants to 
wear swimsuits. 

Training is well underway with two of the 
team taking swimming lessons to improve their 
technique and all practicing breathing tech¬ 
niques needed for sea swimming. 

Joanne, Rachel and Sian train together in the 
sea at Barry when they can and all seven plan 
to meet for regular sea swims as the weather 
gets warmer. 

Joanne continued: “The biggest challenge 
for us will be the cold. Swimming across the 
Channel in just a swimsuit, getting used to the 
waves, salt water, seaweed and other debris 
as well as potential sea sickness. The physical 
effort taking it in turns to swim for an hour each 
is going to be incredibly difficult, but we are 
determined to do it. 

“Knowing that I am giving something back to 



the charity that has supported me and my family in 
many ways over the past 15 years is a real driver for 
me, and when we’ve finally completed the swim it 
will be such an amazing achievement for all of us.”

Stay safe in 
the garden 

GREEN fingered Brits have been urged 
to take care in order to avoid slips, trips 
and falls this summer, now the most 
common causes of accidents in the gar¬ 
den have been revealed. 

Horticulture experts at GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co .uk have compiled a guide of the most common 
incidents that can occur whilst in the garden. 

Spending time cultivating plants and shrubs has 
many proven health benefits such as reducing stress 
and promoting a healthy lifestyle. 

But gardening also presents certain hazards that 
could leave Brits in A&E this summer. 

A spokesperson for GardenBuildingsDirect. 
co.uk explained: “Thousands of Brits will be 
taking to their gardens this summer to preen, prune 
and plant, but it’s important to make sure you’re 
doing so safely. 

“Taking some extra time to identify the areas in 
which accidents could occur and dealing with them 
immediately could be all that’s needed to prevent a 
serious incident from occurring.” 

1. Pools and ponds 

Although they look fantastic and are great fun 
to have, pools and ponds can present significant 
hazards, especially to young children. 

For this reason, it’s best to hold off on installing 
these features until any children in the home are 
over five years old. 

However, if a pool or pond is already in place, 
you can minimise the risks by building a fence 
around the parameter or placing a safety grid on top 
when not in use. 

2. Ladders 

Most homeowners will have at least one ladder 
to hand, but this versatile tool has caused many 
Brits a trip to A&E. 

A simple slip could lead to serious injuries, 
therefore ensure the ladder is only placed on solid, 
even ground and that the steps are clean and dry. 

A ladder that has rubber feet will prevent it from 
slipping. 

3. Mowers 

Reports have revealed that 6,500 accidents in the 
UK were caused by the unassuming lawn mower. 

The majority of these occurred during the 
process of cleaning the machine as the sharp blades 
can lead to deep lacerations, whilst the mower 
running over feet was also a common reason. 

Before cleaning, ensure the machine is 
unplugged. Cutting grass may seem simple but 
this task should only be completed by individuals 
who are experienced and have the proper safety 
equipment. 

4. Flower pots 

Surprisingly, flower pots - especially hanging 
pots - can pose certain dangers. 

If not securely attached or weighed down a gust 
of wind could result in the pot falling on someone 
and causing serious damage, and this also stands 
for baskets etc. 

5. DIY 

A little maintenance and upcycling can go a long 
way, especially in the garden. However, lifting 
heavy objects can put strain on the body and lead 
to various injuries and ailments in the long term. 
Shifting outdoor furniture or machinery across the 
lawn will put strain on joints and muscle, so make 
sure you’re performing these tasks properly and 
safely. 

6. Tools 

Discarded tools such as shears and garden forks 
will always present a danger in the garden. After 
using, make sure they’re returned to the shed or 
to another safe area which is out of the reach of 
children.

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Honda’s Jazz is a ‘cracking 
little car’ - Glamorgan GEM 
Motoring Review by Tony Yates 


I’M here this week 
to share with you 
a motoring review 
and to tell you why 
the Honda Jazz is 
a wonderful little 
thing. 

There isn’t any reason 
whatsoever why you 
shouldn’t go out right 
now and buy one. For 
instance, my friend did, 
so did one of my neigh¬ 
bours, and his friend, 
and the vicar at my local 
church, and the lady who 
works at my local super¬ 
market. The list, as they 
say, is endless. So forget 
all you hear. I’m telling 
you right now - that the 
Honda Jazz is a cracking 
little car. 

Power and 

Efficiency: The 1.3 Litre 
i-VTEC (102PS) petrol 
engine has 123Nm of 
torque and is actually a 
fantastic little engine that 
loves to be revved, and 
is a real joy to use as 
an everyday run-around. 
I am also happy to report 
that the engine feels very 
refined and has a decent 
range of torque available 
even when you consider 
its small size. Although 
just because it has a small 


engine, that doesn’t mean 
motorway driving is tedi¬ 
ous - in fact, I found it 
quiet and unfiissy. 

Out on the open road 
the Jazz will return a 
combined 48+ MPG, and 
the emissions come in at 
a very respectable 117 
g/km. Top speed will 
also top out at around 
118mph and 0-62 will 
come in at 11.2 seconds, 
which seems slow - but 
it’s not really, because 
it scoots along at a 
decent pace. It’s like a 
little puppy dog, shooting 
around everywhere while 
snapping at the heels of 
some of the bigger boys 
out to play that day. 

On the road: The Jazz 
feels nimble and con¬ 
trolled and the chassis 
is refined. You can also 
feel the stiffer platform 
and suspension - which 
certainly helps it play 
its part in improving the 
ride quality. The steering 
system also feels direct 
and the feedback for 
the driver is great. So, a 
great all-around driving 
experience then.

Undoubtedly aware of 
the opponents’ formida¬ 
ble home record, man¬ 
ager Gavin Chesterfield 
made two changes to 
his starting line-up from 
the first leg in Wales, 
switching in the defen¬ 
sive duo of Paul Morgan 
and Troy Greening for 
Jenner Park newcomers 
Luke Cummings and 
Jack Compton. 

Morgan and Greening 
had both been part of 
Chesterfield’s squad that 
was briefly and uncere¬ 
moniously yanked from 


the Welsh pyramid in 
2013, with European 
starts a fitting prize for 
years of loyalty and toil. 

Sadly though, there 
would be no fairytale 
Europa League chapter 
for the long-serving pair 
on Thursday night, as 
Paddy McLaughlin’s 
team lived up to their 
promise that a warm 
welcome off the field 
would not necessarily 
translate to one on it. 

From the outset at 
historic Solitude, site of 
international football’s 
first-ever penalty and 
the original home of 
Ireland’s national team, 
Northern Ireland’s 
European play-off win¬ 
ners appeared to have 
the edge on their JD 
Welsh Premier League 
opponents. 

It was Cliftonville 
striker Joe Gormley who 
helped set the tone with 
an adventurous effort 
from the right flank, 
forcing Barry goal¬ 
keeper Mike Lewis to 
tip over his crossbar. 

Though openings for 
the visitors came at a 
premium, there was 
an encouraging early 
moment as Kayne 
McLaggon showed 
strength to overpower 
Ronan Doherty, but his 
subsequent right-footed 
rocket failed to threaten 


goalkeeper Richard 
Brush. 

It was a set piece that 
saw Barry’s evening 
begin to unravel, 
Doherty’s left-footed 
comer gliding its way 
to the back post, where 
Conor McMenamin 
was on hand to connect 
with a textbook header; 
the dangerman of the 
first match squeezing 
between a handful of 
Town defenders and 
rising highest to score. 

With a score draw 
still enough to see the 
visitors through, all was 
not lost for Barry; yet 
the Town’s task became 
all the more tricky in the 
41st minute, when clini¬ 
cal Cliftonville doubled 
their advantage. 

Captain Chris Curran 
this time was the cat¬ 
alyst, pressuring name¬ 
sake Chris Hugh with 
some confident attacking 
footwork, before squar¬ 
ing across the area for 
an unmarked Gormley to 
smash home a deflating 
second. 

With 57 goals in 73 
outings since returning 
to the Reds in 2017, 
he once again lived up 
to his ‘Joe the Goal’ 
moniker. 

Now needing at 
least two goals, Barry 
attempted to negotiate 
the sea of Red shirts, yet 


were thwarted at every 
turn. Attacking the end 
that housed Town’s 
travelling supporters, it 
was Jonathan Hood who 
finally forced Bmsh into 
action, trying his luck 
with a low drive at the 
near post, only for the 
former Coventry City 
goalkeeper to save with 
relative comfort. 

Regrettably, though, 
for Barry it was coun¬ 
terpart Lewis who found 
himself the busier of the 
shotstoppers, parrying 
Rory Donnelly’s attempt 
from distance, before 
seeing Doherty’s left¬ 
footed slice slip past his 
post. 

Lewis was left a spec¬ 
tator on another occasion 
when Gormley looked to 
tap in his second, but 
Town were mercifully 
spared, as the prolific 
marksman managed to 
somehow lift the ball 
over the crossbar from 
no more than two yards 
out. 

Into the closing stages, 
Barry’s fate was sealed 
on 82 minutes when 
some exciting build-up 
play allowed Conor 
McDermott to control 
in the box; the loanee 
opting to shoot, rather 
than square to Donnelly, 
and give his team with 
an unassailable 3-0 lead. 

Nevertheless, former 


Swansea City fringe 
player Donnelly made 
his own mark with six 
minutes remaining, find¬ 
ing plentiful space after 
Gormley had stretched 
the Town defence and 
delivering a deft finish 
to wrap up the tie at a 
clear-cut 4-0. 

It was difficult to fault 
the Barry players for 
effort, yet Cliftonville 
were a cut-above for the 
length of this second leg. 

While Thursday’s 
result was disappointing 
for Barry, few support¬ 
ers will soon forget their 
visit to Belfast, where 
friendships were born 
and lasting impressions 
made. 

As a number of 
supporters embarked 
on a defiant conga, it 
was clear the appe¬ 
tite remains to make 
European matches 
a fixture of the club’s 
calendar.
